Americans Give British Troops 
a Send-off—Monument to 
Von Ketteler. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

EKING, June 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
: patch.) It is the general impres- 

sion that a settlement of the pro- 
tocol has been reached. Yesterday the 
ministers received a communication 
from Count Von Waldersee announc- 
ing his intention to leave tomorrow. 
The allies are now left without a com- 


pleagantness, but in the main it was 
satisfactory. Personally, he was highly 
appreciated, and it is thought that un- 
der the circumstances nobody could 
have succeeded better than he. 

The site has been selected, and def- 
inite plans are being formed by the 
Chinese according to the terms of the 
protocol, for a monument to Baron Von 
Ketteler, the German Minister, who 
was killed shortly after the outbreak of 
the Boxer troubles. The monument will 
be at a spot where the German repre- 
sentative was killed. It is proposed to 
erect two pillars and a temple, and 
German approval of the plan, which 
is essential, will be asked. An inecrip- 
tion in Chinese is being prepared by a 
former member of the Tsung Li Ya- 


FAMINE FUND. 
Another meeting has been held to 
the question of the distribution 
f the fund raised by the Christian 
Herald for the relief of the famine suf- 
ferers in the province of/Shansi. The 
missionaries here have telegraphed to 
Chairman Arthur Smith at Tien-Tsin, 
stating that the committee requires un- 
rectricted power, and that the distri- 
bution of the fund by foreigners is im- 
practicable, this being possible only 
through native officials. It also asks 
for funds to send missionaries to 
Shansi. The most credulous are of the 
opinion that if the funds ar eplaced in 
the hands of native officials only about 
60 per cent. of the money will reach 
the sufferers. Those who are best in- 
formed say that the officials, who re- 
sent the spirit of the donors, will steal 
fully e per cent of the money. 
IRRIGATION DIFFICULTIES. 
The difficulties in connection with the 
retstablishment of irrigation works in 
Shansi, to which purpose it has been 
suggested the money oe devoted in or- 
der to give work to famine sufferers, 
have been underestimated. It is thought 
now that to carry out the work prop- 
erly, pledges of lage sums of money 
by Chinese are necessary. A great ir- 
rigation system south of Tai Yuen Fu 
would be invaluable to the Chinese. 
The Catholics in Shansi have de- 
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manded sites for two schodls adjoining 
property held by Protestants. 


ALLIES LEAVING. 

VON WALDERSEE GOES TODAY. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

PEKING, June 2.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] At a meeting of the generals of 
the allied troops today, it was decided 
to transfer the administration of tie 
City of Peking to the Chinese officials 
gradually during June. 

Count Von Waldersee, accompanied 
by hig staff, will leave Peking tomor- 
row. Two special trains will run all 
the week, taking troops to Taku. The 
Germans are removing an extraor- 
dinary quantity of baggage, including 
Chinese carts, tables and chairs. 

The Baluchi regiment left this morn- 
ing amid impressive ceremonies and 
farewells. Ali the other British troops 
with their bands and every American 
officer in Peking was present, the 
Americans being particularly anxious 
to show their appreciation of the man- 
ner in which the British bade farewell 
to the American troops.

SHORT TEA 


OWING TO DISTURBANCES. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
TACOMA (Wash.) June 2.—({Pxclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Oriental advices arriv- 
ing ‘today indicate that Chinese tea 
shipments will be shorter this year 
than for several years. The crop is 
fair, but owing to disturbed condl- 
tions. a large part will not be brought 
down to the seacoast. It is reported 
from Shanghai, Amoy and Foo Chow 
that up to this time not over half as 
much stiver, lead and opium have been 
sent into the interior in payment for 
ten as in previous ‘years. Steamers 
now leaving China and Japanese ports 
will bring to the Pacific Coast the first 
of the new crop of tea to be received 
in the United States. 


RUSSIA WITH US. 

WILL NOT KEEP GARRISONS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, June 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

„Neither Russia nor the United 
States will detail troops to garrison the 
posts to be established by the powers 
between Taku and Peking. Ruasia’s 
determination to refrain from main- 
taining troops upon the territory of a 
neighboring empire is another indica- 
tion of her purpose to pursue to the 
end the policy which she. originally 
adopted. 

“This policy is absolutely in line with 
that of the United and in fact, 
from What can de it te the 
intention of Russia to act with this 
government in future questions dis- 
cussed in Peking. This attitude has 
given the administration much satis- 
faction. 

“The points between Taku and 
Peking which will be garrisoned by the 
powers, ostensibly to maintain a safe 
egress for the foreign ministers in the 
capital, have not been finally deter- 
mined, though it seems to be uhder- 
stood that troops will be stationed at 
Yang Tsung and at one other point 
near Tien-Tsin. The size of the gar- 
rison also remains to be established. 

“From what is known, it is the pur- 
pose of Germany to distribute the 
brigade of 4000 men now in Peking 
among the legations in Peking and the 
two posts which will be established. 
Great Britain and France, the latter 
of which originally made the proposal 
for the garrisons, wil! also have troops 
in the garrisions. Whether the Japa- 
nese will be represented in the forces 
to stay in China is not known.” 


SPAIN ECONOMIZING. 
MADRID. June 2.—The Spanish mil- 
itary attachés at the various embas- 
sies and legations abroad have been 
withdrawn for reasons of economy.

7 condition is not greatly changed 
from that of yesterday, but each day 
that elapses without a gain in strength 
lessens her power of recuperation. The 
complaint which came near ending 
her life in Ban Francisco Is still pres- 
ent. It is in a slightly less aggra- 
vated form, but gives the physicians 
and the President much concern. 

Mrs. McKinley has shown remarka- 
ble vitality, but her Umess has so re- 
duced her strength as to leave her 
very feeble, indeed. It ts feared that 
unless a change for the better soon 
manifests itself her strength may be- 
come so nearly exhausted as to leave 
her without rallying power. 

The news given cut by the physicians 
in attendance today was not reassuring. 
though hopes of better things continue. 
After a consultation between the doc- 
tors, the following bulletin was issued: 

“Mre. McKinley passed a comforta- 
bie night, and her condition has not 
materially changed since the report of 
yesterday.” 

There were no further consultations 


there had been no change. 

The President spent most of the day 
at the bedside of his wife, though late 
in the afternoon he went out for an 
hours drive. He departed alone, but 
met Judge Watson of Ohio, an old 
friend, on the way, and the latter ac- 
companied him to the White House. 

There were many callers at the 
White House during the day and even- 
ing, making anxious inquiries regard- 
ing Mrs. McKinley. With few excep 
tions they simply left their cards after 
being assured by the doorkeepers that 
there was no change in Mra. McKin- 
ley’s condition. 

Drs. Rixey and Sternberg both were 
in attendance at the White House 
during the evening, although the lat- 
ter did not remain very long. Dr. 
Rixey was at the mansion for over 
two hours, and when he left for the 
night, shortly before 11 o'clock, he 
announced that at that time Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was resting comfortably, as she 
had done all the afternoon.

Scarcity of platinum is caus- 
ing concern in medical, electrical and 
photographic world. For five years the 
price has steadily soared toward the 
prohibitive mark. Today it is quoted 
at a higher price than ever since its 
discovery, and every prospect points 
to still higher prices. 

The alarm caused by this condition 
is worldwide. A few months ago the 
German Reichstag considered a meas- 
ure prohibiting the use of the precious 
metal in photography. The advocates 
of the bill claimed that as plat'num

YANKEE FARM MACHINERY IS IN 
GREAT DEMAND. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—In a further 
series of extracts from the forthcom- 
ing volume tomorrow of commercial 
relations, dealing with United States 
trade in France, Consul Brittain of 
Nantes notes the development of trade 
in American machinery in Western 
France. During the past season, he 
says, about eight hundred reapers, 
mowers and horse hayrakes arrived at 
that port. American mowers give good 
satisfaction, and the increased prices 
asked for farm labor will stimulate the 
sale of such machinery in the future. 
The American mower was a common 
sight in the hay fields last summer. 
In regard to the advantage gained by 
exhibiting machines, the Consul says: 

“Last month a representative of a 
New England factory made an exhibi- 
tion of meat choppers in one of the 
Nantes stores, and during the after- 
noon about twenty of various sizes 
were sold. The Nantes house has since 
sold more than two hundred of these 


make an exhibit of wringers and show 
their working, I am satisfied it would 
be found a profitable enterprise. There 
are no wringers sold or offered for sale 
here, with the exception of a few heavy 
English machines.” 

Consul Covert of Lyons says: The 
houses of th district, which some 
years ago furnished fine French hard- 
ware to the United have almost 
entirely lost that trade within the last 
two decades, and they are enabled to 
hold their own here only on a protec- 
tive tariff. American stoves, base- 
burners and smaller heating stoves 
find a steady market here, the French 
make being unable to replace them. 
“American saws and other wood- 
cutting instruments are pronounced the 
best in the world, because Americans 
are the greatest wood-using people. 
Agricultural implements of American 
pattern and bearing an American name 
are met with in every county fair, and 
are highly prized. They are often 
made in France, on account of the 
high tariff ty. Farmers tell me 
that they prefer to buy the Ohio or 
Illincis harvesting and haying ma- 
chines, netwithetanding the increased 
cost. 

Consul Tourges of Bordeaux says: 
“The fastest time made by any rail- 
way, it is said, is on the road between 
this city and Bayonne, where a run of 
123 miles is made every day in 128 min- 
utes. It is quite to the credit of Ameri- 
can mechenics that the honor of mak- 
ing this run is accorded to American 
locomotives.” . 

The Consul notes as a curious fact 
that one of the chief exports from 
Bordeaux to the United States con- 
sists of a preserved form of alimentary 
products, which are grown in the great- 
est abundance in the United States and 
are often much superior in quality. 
Prominent among these are canned or 
bottled peas and string beans. There 
is not a particle of difference between 
them and the products of American 
gardens, except that the French beans 
and peas are of the smaller variety 
and are put up while they are but 
half-matured and very soft, also they 
are packed with great attention to 
artistic effect. The cans are not filled 
by machinery, and the vegetables are 
not handled with a scoop shovel, every- 
thing being done by hand, and the 
wages of the girls who do this work de- 
pend as much on the appearance of 
bottles as on the number filled.

Coneul-General Guenther writes from 
Frankfort, April i5, 1901: The aeso- 
elation for the study of electric rapid 
trahsit railroads has issued its report 
for 1900.

This gives 
Jones & Laughliins a daily output of 
metal of about 2509 tons a day. At the 
present time their steel plant is capable 
of turning out about 2500 tons of steel 
a day, but they have just placed a 
contract for a large blooming mill, 
which will take the place of one of 
their present mills, and will be able 
to roll 2500 tons of steel a day. This 
mill will also have what is known in 
the tron trade as a finishing mill, and 
in this mill can be rolled steel rails, 
billets, sheet and tin bars.

HOW THE NEW CORLISS WORKS. 

At the Pan-American Exposition ts a 
new pattern Corliss engine, to be known 
as a “Twentieth Century” engine. It 
is thus described:

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Working with Our Might. 
HE new pastor tf the First Pres- 
byterian Church, Rev. Aquila 
Webb, preached yesterday on the 
subject given above, taking as his 
text, “Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might.”—Eccl. ix, 10. 

“The text for this hour touches the 
responsibilities and opportunities of 
every-day life,” he said. There is in 
it no mere fancy, no idle dre no 
seifish policy, nothing but — 
sense fact for this life, and this life as 
it is and not as it should be. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that this world is better than ever 
before. It is encouraging to know that 
the forces are operating which will 
make the world still better every day. 
Notwithstanding all this the world is 
yet far from the divine event to which 
the whole creation moves. In such a 
world a man needs help that reaches 
into the complex surroundings of his 
life. Beautiful theories which demand 
an ideal world and an ideal humanity 
are of little consequence save to show 
the yearning of the human heart. This 
text rather is a call to work as the 
prelude and accompaniment of enjoy- 
ment, anticipating St. Paul's compre- 
hensive maxim, ‘If any man would not 
work, neither should he eat.’ 

“There are great multitudes of people 
who say they would like to become 
Christians, and yet hesitate because 
they are afraid some overwhelming 
task will be assigned them. God cer- 
tainly has t tasks, but for these 
tasks he great men We are 
called upon in the text to do ‘whatso- 
ever work,’ whether it be great or 
small. One of the difficulties today in 
the work of the church is to get mem- 
bers to do willingly and cheerfully the 
obscure work, the little tasks. The 


It is not what one dreams should be 
dune, or vainly imagines ought to be 
done, but that which the hand finds 
to do. Nehemiah inspired the people 
and — 1 had ‘a mind to work,’ but 
the walls of Jerusalem did not rise 
rapidly until he induced the people to 
labor near their own homes. 

“The great majortiy of people know 
their duty, and yet w few live ac- 
cording to their light. How many peo- 
ple fail to make any progress, even 
though they have the solemn vows of 
the church and had their names placed 
upon the records. I remember two 
large pine logs along the roadside 
near my old home. Marked upon the 
ends of the logs were the words, 
‘Liverpool Lumber Company, Liver- 
pool, Eng.’ But thoge logs have not 
moved one foot toward Liverpool in 
the last twenty years. It is not enough 
to mark a man’s destination or duty 
upon him. The principal thing is to 
get him to do his duty, and do it fear- 


lessly. 

“Not only do whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, but do it with thy 
might. Many people who know their 
duties and have undertaken them do 
not succeed because they lack a plan, 
a decision to continue until their work 
succeeds. Not until a plan enters the 
head and a commensurate purpose en- 
ters the heart is a man at his best. 
With a plan God given and a purpose 
God inspired, all the powers of evil 
will not stop a man in his work for 


“Men of all ages who have succeeded 
have risen above opposition, and been 
desperately in earnest over some iesue. 
Martin Lather felt the galling yoke of 
Roman Catholic tyranny, John Wesley 
was keenly alive to the cold formality 
of the established church, William 
Lioyd Garrison saw ever before him a 
bound slave, Florence Crittenton ever 
heard the painful tread of sin’s de- 
structive forces among the weak and 
depressed people of the slums, Frances 
Willard ever saw the desolation of the 
rum curse, and each in turn felt and 

ved for humanity. | 
“ “In the exactin duties of today 
there is no such thing as success with- 
out a burning interest that enlists 
every power of head, heart and hand. 
God grant that this church may be 
baptised with the power of the holy 
spirit. Let us be thoroughly conse- 
crated and in earnest for the .salva- 
tion of immortal souls, doing with our 
might what our hands find to do.

At the Churches Yesterday. 


Lamb of God“ ought to shock us, and 
produce a shudder every time we think 
of it. I do not understand how Chris- 
tlans regard the play with approval, 
and desire to see and reproduce it. 
What do you think He would say of 
those who set up a representation of 
His own body and sufferings as a 
meney-making enterprise?

‘l sat down in a restaurant to eat. 
Peasants came in and called for beer.

Beer 
gardens and restaurants were full and 
everybody drinking. I reard a waitress 
in the restaurant talking about the girl 
who takes the part of Mary. The con- 
versation was all in German, and nat- 
urally some of the points escaped me, 
but she was set forth as affected and 
puffed up by the attention she re- 
ceived. I confess my Mealization of 
Oberammergau received a rude 
shock in some of these remarks. Back 
of this great enterprise, the most pop- 
ular drama of the world, and the best 
advertised business concern in its con- 
ception, development and detail, is 
some master mind and resourceful 
treasury. Tourist agencies have not 
accomplished it. Oberammergaw has 
not accomplished it. It is the church 
of Rome, perhaps through the monas- 
tery of Ettal, putting into the heart of 
the modern world the passion of Mary 
and her son, and for what? The effect 
of this great affair upon the Oberam- 
mergau people is of a certainty demor- 
alizing. It is as a season of 
great gain, and is made so. You can 
get no ticket to the play unless you 
have paid for accommodation in the 
village.

What is Faith? 


EV. C. J. K. JONES preached yes- 
Rr morning in the Church of 

the Unity on the “Use of Faith.” 
He said: “The office and the subjects, 
or field, wherein to exercise faith have 
been, end are, variously understood, 
I think, however, that most intelligent 
men are that to possess faith 
in regard to legitimate subjects of 
human trust and hope is to arm the 
mind with one of the most potent of all 
agencies for the conduct of the prac- 
tical affairs of life. The man without 
faith in the ordinary pursuits and call- 
ings of life lacks mental virility end 
enterprise. Faith that is intelligent 
and rational is at once the inspiration 
and the secret source of much of our 
strength am courage. To be without 
some form and degree of faith is to be 
without hope in the world. Faith has 
played an effective part in the material 
progress of mankind. All modern 
science of the earth and of the heavens 
is instigated by a supreme faith which 
zealous and ted men have in the or- 
der of things. So throughout the mul- 
tiplied activities and interests of men 
faith is the mainspring of their enter- 
prises and endeavors. 

“Faith is consonant with what is in- 
telligible and therefore reasonable. 
Tertullian said ‘I believe because it is 
impossible.” Such is an absurd i- 
tion and reason for faith. Outside of 
the domain of theology you cannot find 
men submitting to such a contradic- 
tion in terms. Faith is one of the 
noblest qualities of the human mind, 
and it ts foreign to its normal exercise 
to demean itself and 9 — and crawl 
at the command of authority which 
has no sanction save that of dogmatic 
statement. The power and sacred 
functions of human faith were never 
evolved in the working forces of our 
souls for such an ignoble position.” 

“Faith is for leading men upward 
and onward in reasonable ways of so- 
cial betterment, and of intellectual and 
moral progress. After that of the will, 
faith is the most usable quality of our 
minds. It expresses our confidence in 
the unseen and unknown by trusting 
the evidence of the seen and known. 
Faith was never given to man that he 
should believe in the unthinkable and 
impossible, but rather that he might 
believe in the possible and probable, 
as foreshadowed and predicted by what 
is actual. The exercise of our faith in 
religious beilef is that we shall de- 
lieve what is intelligible and reason- 
able.

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John P. Young has an article in 
the June Forum, entitled “An Ameri- 
can View of the British Industrial 
Situation,” in which he takes the 


on policy. The writer 


makes a strong argument in support 
of this view. “If Great Britain,” he 


barked upon is a failure, and to stare 
the situation squarely in the face, 
many of: the difficulties which now 
confront the British people would dis- 
appear, as if by magic. A certain class 
of consumers might take exception 
to the consequences of the economic 
awakening; but the industrial and po- 
litical fate of the nation ie by no 
means dependent upon their fortune 
or good will. Those to be consid- 
ered at this juncture are the pro- 
ducers. If affairs are so managed 
that they may be permitted to con- 
tinue their useful work, those who 
live by trade, and their dependents, 
cannot fall to prosper.” 

Mr. Young expresses the opinion, 
however, that “if Great Britain per- 
sists in exposing herself to the as- 
gaults of commercial rivalry, she must 
go under. If she elects to defend her- 
self, she will solve a difficult prob- 
lem with comparative ease.” This 
solution can de reached, in Mr. 
Young's opinion, by affording the 
manufacturing and agricultural in- 
terests a reasonable degree of protec- 
tion; which would give these interests 
a new lease of life. “The shifting of 
the incidence of taxation will have 
the effect.” he declares, “of making 
the conditions of life more passable 
in the country, and of drawing from 
the cities a part of the stagnant popu- 
lation, the maintenance of which is 
a public burden; while the manufac- 
turer will have less trouble in mak- 
ing both ends meet.” Mr. Young fur- 
ther says: 

“But more important than anything 
else that can be mentioned, would be 
the result of this change of policy on 
the external relations of Great Brit- 
ein. The Cobdenites have errone- 
ously assumed that their system made 
for peace. It has not done so. On 


the contrary, its logical outcome has 
been agzressi Tt has deen 


fish empire to open up new avenues 
for external trade. This has necessi- 
tated an enormous and costly mili- 
tary and naval establishment. If the 
policy of looking for markets abroad 
and neglecting those at home is aban- 
doned by Great Britain, she will at 
once disarm the hostility of her 
and she will be able to reduce 
army and navy to reasonable pro- 
portions. It is not for the defense 
of the British Isles that the vast 
sums now annually appropriated un- 
der that head are expended. A navy 
half the present size would more 
effectually accomplish that object. 
Half or more of the British expendi- 
ture for military purposes is to in- 
crease trade; but the simple process 
of levying a tariff in a manner calcu- 
lated to protect British industry from 
the unfair aggressions of foreigners 
ould give the United Kingdom in- 
nitely more trade than can be ob- 
tained by such methods; for, as has 
already been shown, there is a pos- 
sibility of increasing domestic pro- 
uction to the extent of over a bil- 
on dollars annually. It this were 
ne, Great Britain would still hold 
premier position as an importing 
nation, with an immensely greater free 
list than any other nation, by ex- 
empting saw materials from the pay- 
ment of duties. Such a course would 
allay, rather than arouse, foreign re- 
sentment. The difficulty experienced 
in entering a market does not create 
hostility. It is the invasion of the 
home market by the foreigner with 
his wares that produces III-feeling: 
for it ia in the nature of things that 
men seeking an opportunity for em- 
ployment should resent being deprived 
of the chance of finding it by foreign 
products displacing the domestically- 
produced articles.” 

One other factor in British commer- 
cial and industrial stagnation should 
be kept in view in the consideration 
of this p em. That factor is the 
domination of British industries by 
trade-unionism. The stupid exac- 
tions and tyrannies of trade unionism 
gone to seed have done more, per- 
haps, than any other one thing to 
paralyze British industries, and to 
make them a prey to the aggressions 
of the producers of other nations, not 
tied band and foot by this malicious, 


bly, in Mr. Young’s contention for 
British protection by means of a tariff 
judiciously laid on certain classes of 
imports. But no protective tariff, in 
itself, could restore British industries 
to a healthy, normal condition, while 
they are under the malign influence 
of a selfish despotism, which throttles 
enterprise and invites the competition 
of freer and more intelligent pro- 
ducers.

It is really remarkable that in the 
United States, where enlightenment is 
more generally diffused among the 
mass of the people than in any 
other country in the world, those 
who profess extraordinary and incred- 
ible beliefs, which overstep the borders 
of superstition, should find so many 
willing converts and dupes. Yet 
there is probably no civilized country 
in the world where this class of peo- 
ple has such an extensive and profit- 
able harvest field. The harvest is 
here, always ready for the gleaner, and 
he must, indeed, be a very indifferent 
sort of a gleaner if he does not suc- 
ceed in gathering together a good, big 
barnful of green stuff within a very 
short time. 

There are numerous publications de- 
voted to these pecullar phases of mys- 
ticisms, or charlatanry, or whatever 
it may be called. The latest of these 
is the “New York Magazine of Mys- 
teries,” No. 1, Vol. 1, consisting of thir- 
ty-two large pages, which has just been 
received. On the title page it is an- 
nounced that the publication contains 
“the mysteries of dreams and their 


ers, astrology, hypnotism, psychology, 
telepathy, 
clairvoyance, graphology, palmistry, 
hidden powers, etc., etc., etc.” 

This is a rather extensive pro- 
gramme, but it is fully covered in the 
thirty-two pages of small type com- 
prising the magazine. There are a 
number of separate departments. One 
of these is devoted to the subject of 
“Luck.” Here the inquirer may find 
directions, from that eminent Hindu 
Yogi adept, Yogiananda, how to hunt 
for a four-leaf clover, which, we are 
informed, is sure to bring the owner 
luck. Mr. Voglananda sagely adds 
that even if the seeker fails to secure 
luck in this way, “it will do any one 
a whole lot of good to get out into 
the pure, bracing air of the fields and 
hunt for the four-leaf clover.” Which, 
by the way, is about the most sensi- 
ble advice to be found in this peculiar 
publication. 

Further on this same remarkable 
Yogiananda, the “blissful prophet,” 
runs a department, in which he takes 
up the question of luck in greater de- 
tail, giving a number of maxims re- 
lating to the search for this much-de- 
sired boon. He says: 

“Luck is, in a great measure, a 
state of the mind.

“The foundations of poverty and 
misery are often lald by poor think- 
ing—by thinking of bad luck. 

“On the other hand, fortune and 
happiness come by persistently think- 
ing of good fortune, good luck and 
happiness. 

“By thinking of prosperity and read- 
ing of prosperity and desiring pros- 
perity, we will sooner or later come 
to having prosperity. 

“We thus draw upon the powerful 
hidden or unseen forces to help us. 
The good Devas are everywhere; the 
Devas can help us.”

HIS FIRST BUSINESS VENTURE. 
Mr. Day was born on Frozen Creek, 
im Breathitt county, December 18, 1854. 
being one of a family of nine, five 
brothers and four sisters. William Day, 
his father, was one of the most pros- 
us men of the section. He owned 
holdings of farming and timber 
lands and engaged to a considerabie 
extent in the logging business. His 
home was a favorite stopping place 
for travelers, who then traversed the 
country on horseback, and the big 
frame house was therefore the center 
of news from the outer world. Floyd 
received the common schoo! education 
of the county and nothing more. When 
about 20 years of age he began work 
for himself. His father's logging busi- 
ness, however, soon neeied his help, 
and he was made superintendent of it. 
serving three years in that capacity. 
During this time he made his first bus- 
mens venture. Borrowing $50 to make a 
first payment, he bought between 300, 
000 and 400,000 feet of poplar treer. He 
had the use of his father’s teams and 
wagons, and also the paternal indul- 
gence to the extent of credit at his 
grocery near the home on Frozen

This parent store now has many 
| branches through the mountains. The 
Jackson store does a large jobbing bus- 
iness as well as attending to its retail 
trade. Mr. Day has another large store 
at Clay City, but the others are small. 
having stocks valued at from $2000 to 
$5600 each. They are at small stations 
along the line of the rafiroad. and at 
pointe through the mountains. The con- 
nection’ between the lumber business 
and the business of running a num- 
ber of stores carrying a line of gen- 
eral merchandise can be surmised when 
the cross ties, staves, tanbark and logs 
plied around them are seen. The lum- 
ler becomes amerchant and 
makes a ~“rofit in both ways. Very 
little money is used in the transaction 
of business. The mountaineer cuts his 
trees, hews out his crossties and splits 
his staves from the wood not fit for 
ties, strips his tanbark and brings them 
by wagen to the general store of his 
neighborhood. He rarely carries away 


pels money with him. When he returns 


home he carries sugar, coffee, lard, 
bacon, calico for dresses for his giris 
and jeans for his boys. * 
“MERCHANDISE AND LUMBER. 


In speaking of this trade recently, 
Mr. Day said: “Of course it is neces- 
sary to have a man in charge who 
thoroughly understands hi- 
In the case of the larger stores there 
are two men; * ‘to the por- 
tion of the bu@iness which relates to 
lumber and the oth to the merchan- 
dise department. In bill of these stores 
I require four accounts against the 
name of each mian. These are under 
the heads of sawed lumber, crossties, 
staves and tanbark. It Is necesearily 
an additonal burden in keeping the 
books, but it systematizes the business 
to such an extent that I can tell which 
of these departments le paying best, 
and whether it is worth while to main- 
tain all branches of the trade or 
whether I shall let drop any depart- 
ment. The ties. staves, tanbark and 
logs are pfled around the store untt!] I 
have a carloa4 of ties, for example. 
These are then loaded on an open car 
and shipped direct to some buyer.“ 

The Clay City lumber yards are the 
largest in the South. The Uttle town 
of the name is about forty miles from 
Lexington, on Red River. This is the 
largest plant of the Day & Swan in- 
terests, and about 150 hands are em- 
ployed. There are large planing mills 
as well as stave works, and there has 
been as much as 10,000.000 feet of lum- 
ber stored in the Es at one time. 
Poplar lumber is specialty of the 
firm, but large quantities of oak are 
sawed as well. The sawmills at the 
place have a capacity of about 60,009 
feet a day. The yards bave a private 
electric plant, which also furnishes the 
town with light, and the large store 
supplies the wants of the employs. 
Day & Swan have milis at Beattyville 
and Natural Bridge as well, the former 
running about 560.000 feet, the latter 
„Hut 30,000 feet a day. As Jackson are 
the mille of the Day Bros. Lumber 
Company. with a capacity of 40,000 fet, 
and at Torrent are the interests of Day 
& Congieton. Here are three portable 
mille, working now on Walker's Creek. 
The capacity of the three small mills 
is 30,000 feet a day. 

ROADS FOR HAULING LOGS. 

At Natural Bridge the narrow-gauge 
roads and at Torrent what are called 
“tram roads.“ can be seen in operation. 
Mr. Day owns about ten or twelve 
miles of narow-gauge road and about 
twenty miller of tram road. It is by 
this means that logs are taken to the 
mills and to the ratiroad station at 
points where there are no facilities for 
sawing. These ron are invariably 
wilt in creek beds. The narrow-gauge 
roads are the more durerb'ie having 
lightweight steel rails and light ties. 
Small steam engines operate on them, 
and pull from six to eight cars of logs 
at a time, Great boulgers have to be 
blasted from the way. and trestles, 
some of them fifty and one hundred 
feet high. are ed in the mak- 
img of a roadbed. The tram roads are 
built with smal! saplings for rails and 
larger ones for ties. On these roads 
mules draw the cars of logs, bringing 
between 1000 and 1800 feet at a load. 

In the mountaing of Kentucky tim- 
ber necessarily cut according to 
the oreeks. These small streams flow 
down every ravine. Up the ravine the 
tram road or the narow-gauge road is 
laid. The timber in the ravine proper 
is first cut, and then the trees from 
the cliffa on either side. The timber 
eut from the top of the hills is brought 
to the edge of the cliff Down below, 
where the land slopes from the foot 
of the rocky precipice to the bed of the 
creek, a broad roadway is cut through 
the saplings and underbrush and then 
timber ie rolled over the cliff and down 
the steer irclime until ft reaches the 
tram road in the bed of the ravine. 
Here it is loaded on cars and trans. 
ported to the mills or to the ratlroa !. 


FLOATING LOGS TO THE MILLS. 


Where the creeks are large and a 
considerable amount of water is avail- 
able the tram-road method is not re- 
sorted to The roads cost from $300 to 
$400 a mile in their construction, end 
have to be abamioned as soon as the 
timber of the small district has been 
cut away. hen wee bic the creeks 
are dammed in rough but effective 
fashion and wide sluice gates are con- 
structed of timber sawed by hand on 
the banks of the stream. are 
rolled into the stream and the dam 
remains closed unt!) several thousand 
logs have collected. The water mean- 
time has backed up into a small lake, 
and when the gates are raised the logs 
are carrted several miles down stream 
where another dam again serves to col- 
lect them and supply water to send 
them forward. The rivers near the 
headweters are treated in the same 
fashion. On the Kentucky River there 
is a dam seven feet wide and twelve 
feet high. The sluice gate has a width 
of thirty feet. Men stationed on the 
dam wth long-hooked® poles push the 
logs into the sluice when the gate is 
opened. In the larger streams. where 
the water has a good constant depth, 
logs are floated as far as ten and twejve 
miles. It is often the cage that dams 
opened far up the river raiée the aver- 
age level of the water of Red River 
at Clay City ten and twelve inches. 

At Clay City, Beattyville and Jack- 
son., the first being on the Red River 
and the other two on the north fork 
of the Kentucky River, booms of logs 
are run along the shore for the pur- 
pose of catching the timber floated 
down the stream with the freshet in 
the spring and fall. There boems are 
made by. chaining together trees at 
the ends. They are six miles in length 
at Reoettyville and four miles at Clay 
City and at Jackson. One end is at- 
teched to the bank at the mill while 
the long line of slender trees chained 
together is stpetched up the river, com- 
pletely across it at its upper extremity, 
thus catching everything within the 
booms. This vast length of log booms 
is required to hold the thousands of 
jogs that are floated down the Red and 
Kentucky Rivers to the Day mills. At 
Jackson and Beattyville 60.909 to 70,000 
logs are floated down and caught in 
the booms each year, while at Clay City 
between 40,000 and 50,000 logs are 
caught. 

BUSINESS METHODS THAT/ WIN. 


In regard to bis business methods,

Mr. Day said, recently: “I require my 


books kept in such shape that I can 
tell just what each branch of the bus- 
mess is doing. Thus I can always tel) 
what departments of the business are 
making money and what are losing 
money. When I find a loss anywhere 
I give that part of — 7 business my 
personal attention until I find where 
the fault is. Every year I go over all 
the country where I am cutting timber, 
up every stream, and in this way I get 
acquainted with the conditions where 
my men are logging. I have inspectors 
cover their respective districts 
once a month With the information ac- 
quired by my annual inspection tour I 
am in a position to advise and consult 
with them as to the dama, tram roads 
and other improvements necessary to 
be put in, and can grasp their monthly 
reports of the progress of the work 
more fully than if I had not been on the 
ground myself. It takes me from six 
weeks to two months to cover the en- 
tire district.” 

Mr. Day and his family reside in a 
pretty home in Jackson. Mr. Day gives 
this advice to young men starting in 
business: “They should remember two 
things—first, to look after their health; 
and. second, not to think any detail of 
business too trivial to merit their per- 
sonal attention.”

BOUND FOR HONOLULU.

Nearly Eight Hundred of the Voyagers 
Taken by Southern Pacific to Port 
Los Angeles in the Night and Herded 
Aboard Ship. 


SANTA MONICA, June 2.—[{From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.] 
The Pacific Mail steamer Colon, bear- 
ing 773 Porto Ricans destined for the 
sugar plantations of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, sailed from Port Los Angeles at 
6 o'clock Saturday evening. 
The Porto Ricans were brought from 
their native island by steamer to New 
Orleans, and from there to Port Los 
Angeles by a train of twenty-four 
coaches, 
The customary secretive policy was 
pursued by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, so it was not known when the 
excursionists would arrive at the long 
wharf. They reached the pier at 2 
a.m., and about two hours later were 
herded aboard the steamer. Of the 
whole number of islanders there were 
574 adults, 12] children between the 
ages of 4 and 12, and seventy-eight un- 
‘der 4 years of age. One man and his 
wife made trouble by refusing to go 
aboard. It ie said that they wanted a 
guarentee that after three years of 
service in the Hawaiian Islands they 
should be provided with transporta- 
tion for their return to Porto Rico, and 
that when such a guarantee was fur- 
nished they were induced to go aboard 
without much further parley. After 
remaining moored near the wharf 
through most of the day the 
started to sail at 6 o'clock, but her 
departure was delayed for a little while 
by what is supposed to have been a 
mooring chain fouling her propeller. 
The Colon will return to Port Los 
Angeles for another expedition of the 
Porto Ricans. She took with her 6000 
pounds of beef purchased from a Santa 
Monica dealer and a large quantity of 
fresh vegetables. She also took aboard 
700 tons of coal.
